NEW ZEALAND: Radio Rhema Auckland starts 1593 for its new Southern Star Network aimed at 
the over-55 audience on 19 October. The frequency will be leased back from the Chinese 
owners, who intend carrying ethnic programming in the 1700-2400 NZT period only. Promo 
material says the network will offer a new, mature, no-clutter Christian sound. With more 
soft music and less talk, we offer 100% Christian hymns, songs and instrumentals which are 
easy on the ears. Radio Rhema took over the Wellington BBC relay frequency of 1233 from 9 
September. (Graham Austin). 
Per the "Challenge Weekly” of 8 October, Southern Star Network will be using following 
frequencies from tomorrow 19 October: 
576 Hamilton 24 hours per day (has Radio Rhema programming on tonight 18 
October) 
1233 Wellington 24 hours per day 
1593 Auckland Midnight to 5.00pm (noted with Chinese at 5.30 pm 18 October) 
“Plans for future centres to come on air include: Bay of Plenty, Taranaki, Palmerston 
North, Hawkes Bay, Nelson, Christchurch, Timaru, Dunedin & Invercargill which will 
begin once funds available and, in some cases arrangements have been made to move 
frequencies in the designated area.” 
Not sure what that last bit means, unless perhaps they are thinking of putting some 
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Rhema stations onto FM and using the AM for Southern Star. (Bryan Clark) 

++++ Non-stop sport and ball-by-ball cricket coverage will be heard on radio from 7 November 
when an expanded Sports Roundup programme kicks off, coinciding with the first cricket 
test in Australia and the domestic Cricket Max competition. The Radio Networks director of 
sport John Howson released details of the 24 hour 365-day coverage. Some music will be 
carried overnight. Sports Roundup will no longer share the same frequencies as 
parliamentary broadcasts.

The service goes daily from 7 November when more 
or alternate frequencies may be added. On-air promos advise listeners to call 0800 ON

It’s been a while since I dropped a line to MUSINGS, and since DX News is back to weekly 
issues again, I thought I'd contribute my two cents worth. So, herewith are some radio/DX related 
ramblings. WQWQ-1520 Muskegon Heights, MI originally started in the early 60’s as a 1000-watt 
nondirectional daytimer. It moved to its present location, south of its city of license, in 1970 when 
it went to 10000 watts directional days (night power was added in the late 70’s). Oddly, the 
original studio location and tower for what was known then as WKJR remained standing on the 
southern border of town, owned by WKJR’s original owner. The studio building has served a 
number of purposes since 1970, all non-radio in nature, while out back the 160 foot tower 
remained, standing but unlit. Last summer, I went by the location of that tower (just off business I- 
96) and noted that it is now rusting, with about 1/2 of it collapsed and just hanging by one strut. 
The guy wires are gone, probably vandalized long ago. Yet the tower remains, listing precariously, 
and half collapsed. This tower has not transmitter a radio signal since 1970, and I do not 
understand why it has never been taken down after all these years! Speaking of 1520, WQWQ, in 
its present location, is operating U3 1000/1000 of late. Apparently, their 10000 watt transmitter 
(probably the one WKJR had used since 1970) has suffered major failure. The highly directional (9 
towers!) night signal of 1000 watts, also now used during the day, is virtually inaudible here, only 
about 8 miles SE of the site. The 10000 watt (3 tower) signal blankets me. Their using the night 
pattern all the time makes daytime DX on 1510 & 1530 (dominated by WYGR) easier. WYGR-1530, 
by the way, is all live/local, with a nostalgia format until 3pm, and Spanish from 3pm til sunset. 
No satellites used! A rare station, to be sure. 73

After that, I was again recruited to build the 
transmitter site of WVNS-670 Claremont, VA, assisted by PAT MURPHY (President of the ACE) 
and the studios in Norfolk, which I stayed at through early May. I then picked up the CE duties 
once again at WOOV/WDSD Dover, DE and 2 more FM’s in Salisbury, along with WCE] AM&FM 
in Easton for the 4th time. So, I got in over my head, even though I do have some help handling 
this stuff. I managed to get some great help from the Ramada Inn for the convention, and my 
thanks to JOHN & LINDA BOWKER and FRED VOBBE for their help, plus all those who helped 
with the slide shows (PAUL MOUNT and his WMCA/WNYC transmitter plant was great!). It was 
also good to see GEORGE NITSCHE from NJ at the convention, who I drove over and picked up, 
brought him to the convention and returned home later that night.
